Bristol Township Asks State 
For Route 13 ‘Jughandles’

Here is the proposed “jughandle” intersection plan 
which Bristol Township has asked the Common­ 
wealth of Pennsylvania to construct at the accident- 
heavy comer of Green Lane and Route 13. Rights 


of way for the jughandles already are owned by the 
state and cost of the construction, according to town­ 
ship authorities, should be light. 


Bristol Township has asked 
the Commonwealth of Pennsyl­ 
vania to install "jughandle” ac­ 
cess lanes to the intersection of 
Green Lane and Route 13, ac­ 
cording to a letter to the state 
from Township Manager Vin­ 
cent H. Hartley. It would be 
the first such intersection in 
Bucks County — and possibly 
in Pennsylvania. 
H artley’s letter, addressed to 
state highways Secretary Park 
H. Martin, asks that the jug­ 


handles be built to minimize 
traffic accident hazards at tho 
heavily traveled intersection. 
Land Available 
It also points out to the state 
that rights of way for the jug­ 
handles already are in the pos­ 
session of the state and that no 
additional land would have to 
be acquired. 
Hartley’s letter was accom­ 
panied by detailed drawings of 
the proposed new approaches to 
the 
intersection 
prepared 
by

According to the Hartley com­ 
munique, the cost to the state

Hartley said this morning that 
he awaits an answer from the 
state “ anxiously."

Templeton, of the township po­ 
lice, said there were 21 acci­ 
dents reported at the intersec­ 


tion last year and that 19 have 
been reported so far this year. 
Jughandle construction, with 
accompanying traffic lights, re­ 
quires that all turns from the 
through thoroughfare be made 
from the right-hand lane and 
specifically prohibits left turns. 
The theory, and it appears to be 
working well on Routes I and 
130 in New Jersey, is that acci­ 
dents are reduced by the elimi­ 
nation (rf left turns across the 
lanes of oncoming traffic on 
high-speed highways.
